Politics ‘s a queer business, isn't it 

A couple of weeks ago some of the good folk 
of the Edson provincial riding asked me if I'd 
be a candidate for nomination there. They 
thought, being on the firing line in Edmonton,

well able to promote the in- 
terests of the constituency. 

Now see what follows. An 
old newspaper colleague of 
mine, who had worked with 
me for many years, both in 
Toronto and Vancouver, 
writes from the latter place 
as follows: 

“Yesterday I was talk- 
ing to K—(another news-

To which 
I can only say that I fully absolve the sitting 
member for Edson from any part in this key- 
hole campaign, and that if the parties enquiring 
want to know anything at all about my past, 
they'll get much fuller and more accurate in- 
formation by applying to me direct. 

To the assertion that “politics is a dirty 
game,” I can only give my friend’s dictum a 
qualified assent. Politics is not necessarily a 
dirty business. It’s a dirty game only with 
dirty players—as any other game may be. It 
can be most honorable and useful if approached 
honorably for useful ends. With all the evils 
of modern life entrenched within the modern 
economic system, earnest men in increasing 
numbers are coming to see that if the Kingdom 
of God is to be brought to pass upon this earth, 
it will not be by blind assent to theological 
dogma, but by reshaping the forms and read- 
justing the pressures of life through the avenue 
of clean and enlightered politics. 

I include the qualification “enlightened” 
because be a man or woman never so well- 
intentioned they are apt to do more harm than 
good in politics if they lack knowledge of hun 
nature and of the means to be employed to br 
about desirable changes. My. Volstead was 
well-meaning enough and so doubtless were a 
large proportion of the men who voted to force 
prohibition upon the people of United States, 
but all they accomplished was to make boot- 
legging profitable, bring about defiance of the 
law, make drinking fashionable ever ! 
school dances, undo the good work of half a 
century of temperance teaching and lay the 
foundation for modern ra ering, kidnapping 
and gangsterism. <A _ well-intentioned 
skull may do more damage than an enligh 
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crook in office. 

This isn’t modern wisdom. Frederick the 
Great realized it when he said “If I war 
ruin a province, I would put a philosopher at 
its head.”

In British Columbia, especially in the city 
of Victoria which is more English than Eng- 
land, great concern is being expressed in the 
domestic dove-cotes and by the pundits of the 
club bars because Premicr Pattullo has broken 
a precedent, and dared to address the Monarch 
himself.

Treating With Electricity 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


At the present time, various electrical treat- 
ments are being given in the treatment of 
disease and I find that there is a tendency to 
confuse one type of treatment with another. 
In this article today, I will try to explain some 
of the different 


kinds of electrical treatment 
to you. 

DIATHERMY — The dia- 
thermy is a treatment about 
which we hear a great deal. 
The word means “heat in 
between” and by using the 
diathermy, the doctor can 
cause any amount: of heat to 
be formed internally, deep 
within the body. There is no 
danger of burning or injuring 
" the patient who finds the 
Dr. F. McCoy heat comforting and sooth- 
ing. This particular treatment is of value in 
pneumonia, pleurisy, in allaying the pain due 
to arthritis and in many other diseases. In 
experienced hands, the diathermy is a treat- 
ment capable of doing an immense amount of 
good and may be used with excellent results 
in acute inflammations where the heat will 
hasten the normal process of repair. The dia- 
thermy will increase the local circulation of 
blood, bringing a greater supply of blood to the 
area affected, thus speeding up healing. 

SINUSOIDAL AND MORSE WAVE CUR- 
RENTS—lIn applying electricity with the sinus- 
oidal current it may be used so that it will act 
on the muscles and tissues of the body very 
much in the manner as normal nerve impulses 
act. The treatment is often of great value in 
toning up the abdominal muscles, which have 
becorne weakened through lack of exercise. It 
is therefore recommended in aiding the patient 
to overcome sluggish elimination brought on 
primarily by lack of muscular tone. The same 
treatment is useful in the treatment of prolapsed 
organs and the organs will be raised closer to 
their normal position more rapidly if the 
sinuscdidal current is employed. The current 
causes a vigorous contractign of the muscle, 
followed by relaxation. By using this treatment 
the doctor has a way of reaching deep into the 
abdomen and giving the muscles an exercise 
that is highly beneficial and productive of good 
results. The treatment can be regulated to suit 
the patient so that the exercise given is vigorous 
enough to do good, without being strong enough 
to cause strain or soreness. Even in paralysis, 
where the normal response is lacking, good 
results may be obtained by using this current.

It is 
announced that maturities of five hundred million dollars are to 
be paid off in cash; the reason given being that it is advisable to 
place the money in the hands of the investing public as an instru- 


ment for creating a demand for construction and mercantile 


investments and to lessen the amount of investing power tied up 
in government bonds 


The admission that these are valid and active reasons for 
turning money loose from bonds is of far more importance than 
the amount involved, although, even in the United States, half 
& billion dollars is something more than small change. It has been 
proved to the treasury officials that one obstacle to recovery is 
the freezing up of the moneys of the investing public into an 
immense public bonds glacier—and that this glacier must to a 
very considerable extent be thawed out. 


These reasons apply with even greater force to Canada, be- 
cause a nine billion dollar public debt tied up in bonds is a inuch 
greater load in proportion to total assets than would be a one 
billion load in the United States. Real estate in Canada can never 
come back while it is loaded down as the primary asset for the 
payment off of a nine million dollar public debt. 


Instead of conversion schemes for paying off bonds by issuing 
more bonds, the only safe and quickly effective method is to pay 
off bonds with legal tender money. As at today the depreciation 
in value of Canadian real estate, as compared with values normal 
ten years ago, substantially exceeds twenty billion dollars.

Except for particular individual purposes, no one will buy real 
estate while bonded indebtedness is increasing and population is 
not increasing. The twenty billion dollar deflation will be in- 
creased every time the amount of the bond load is increased 


From this standpoint of restoring real estate values, more 
than a passing glance should be given to public utility bonds, 
These bonds throw a direct load on real estate in direct propor- 
tion to any increase in the delivered cost of light, heat and power 


This was one of the things the Ontario government found out 
when confronted with contracts calling for payments to public 
utility companies in respect of amounts of power which could 
not be sold to consumers, The prices charged by the Ontario 
Hydro would have to be increased to get the money used in 
paying for their unnecessary electricity. This in turn would have 
increased the load on Ontario real estate; and the government 
is trying to get off the hook. The prices at which the Hydro sold 
electricity to the consumer have long been a source of worry to 
the utilities people, and the chance to increase prices by bringing 
into existence a new army of bondholders to camp on the Hydro 
premises and proclaim that their sacred contract right must be 
kept inviolate was very carefully thought out 


Issuing new bonds to retire old bonds never fed anybody and 
never will. Turning all the bonded debt in Canada into circulat- 
ing legal tender would restore every production and construction 
factor in the nation. Real estate values would have to come back 
twenty-two billion dollars before we could go inflationary, no 
matter how strongly we might want to.
